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MAN IS HURT

Victim suffers injuries to hand and arm

A MAN was treated for hand and 
arm injuries after a shotgun was 
fired in a Harlow estate on Sunday 
afternoon. 

Police responding to reports that 
a firearm had been discharged set 
up a crime scene at a car park near 
the Willowfield tower block at 
12.45pm. 

Officers also attended a property 
in Little Pynchons where they 
seized a shotgun. 

The 23-year-old victim was taken 
to Princess Alexandra Hospital 
where he was treated for a minor 
gunshot wound to his hand and a 
broken arm. 

Assault 

Police said on Monday they had 
arrested two men on suspicion of 
attempted murder and four others 
on suspicion of various other 
offences including assault, griev¬ 
ous bodily harm, possession of fire¬ 
arms offences and assisting an 
offender. 

They were taken to Harlow police 
station where, after questioning, 
five were released without charge 


and will face no further legal 
action. 

The sixth appeared in court at 
Chelmsford on Tuesday. 

This week, residents living in 
Willowfield spoke of their shock at 
the incident. 

Marius Ciocan, 41, said: “It is a 
very quiet area and I’ve never 
known anything like this before. 

“I was going to work around 
lunchtime and I saw the police 


were out. 

“I have lived here for three years 
and this is the first time anything 
like this has happened.” 

Rachel King said: “The little car 
park area outside the tower block 
had been taped off. 

“I saw a policeman, but all he 
said was there had been a serious 
incident.”

MP welcomes changes to planning regulations

NEW Government-imposed planning 
regulations will offer stronger protec¬ 
tion against illegal traveller sites, 
according Harlow MP Robert Halfon. 

The package of reforms unveiled by 
Communities Secretary Greg Clark on 
Tuesday require councils, where there 
is a need, to provide sites for travellers 
who move around. 

However, travellers who no longer 
move around will now be subject to the 
same planning regulations as everyone 
else. 

The number of travellers on unau¬ 
thorised sites increased four-fold 
between 2000 and 2009. The Govern¬ 
ment said the reforms will tackle the 
problem and ease tensions between 
those setting up illegal encampments 
and people living nearby 

Any new permanent traveller sites 
will now be subject to the same plan¬ 
ning legislation as housebuilders, with 
greater protection for the Green Belt 
and areas of outstanding natural bea¬ 
uty. 

Mr Halfon welcomed the changes 
which he is confident will help to 
resolve the problems Harlow has exper¬ 
ienced over the past two years when

scores of illegal sites sprung up around 
the town. 

The issue came to a head in March 
when Harlow Council secured an inter¬ 
im High Court injunction banning 
illegal encampments throughout the 
town. It is currently working to secure 
a permanent ban. 

Commenting on the Government’s 
reforms, Mr Halfon said: “This is the 
first stage in making sure we have 
protection for residents as well as fair¬ 
ness regarding travellers. The meas¬ 
ures are important, particularly in that 
they ensure traveller sites cannot be 
built on Green Belt land. 

“I had a meeting with Baroness Wil¬ 
liams, the minister in charge of 
encampments and with members of 
Harlow Council. I am very happy to see 


that the Government listened to the 
concerns raised and that they will be 
taking further steps to solve the illegal 
encampments issue in the months 
ahead.” 

It remains unclear as to how the 
changes will be implemented in Harlow 
and whether any new sites will be 
built. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said it 
will review the new rules but added 
that more needs to be done to address 
the issue of illegal encampments. 

“The council will continue to work 
with Essex County Council to secure a 
permanent injunction and we will 
carry on with the call to the Gov¬ 
ernment for the current powers to 
address unauthorised traveller enca¬ 
mpments to be changed and made 
stronger,” he said. 

Changes outlined in a Government 
document amend the definition of a 
traveller to limit it to those who are 
permanently nomadic. Those who have 
settled permanently will be treated no 
differently to the wider population. 

Mr Clark said: “This new policy 
strengthens the hand of councils to 
tackle unauthorised development in 
their area, ensures all communities are 
treated equally and that the protection 
of the Green Belt is enforceable.”

Cllr Ray Gooding, the county 
council’s cabinet member for 
education and lifelong learning, 
said: “It is important parents 
make use of all six preferences 
available to maximise the 
opportunity of a place at a 
preferred school. 

“I would also encourage them 
to consider the admissions 
criteria for each school they 
wish to apply for and to read all 
of the published information to 
make an informed application.” 

Appliacations submitted after 
the deadline will be considered 
once all on-time applications 
have been determined.

Seven of the German Shepherd 
pups were given names 
beginning with the letter C -

Chester, Cain and Cuba - while 
the public were asked to pick a 
name for the eight from a choice 
of four. 

Casper secured 39 per cent of 
vote, ahead of Chaos, Costa and 
Cuba.

added: “I didn’t hear any shots, but 
there was some police tape around the 
area. I still feel safe as a resident and it 
has not affected me too much.” 

One resident, who did not wish to be 
named, said: “It’s all public knowledge 
what’s happened, but I feel as safe here 
as I would any other area. 

“It’s a shame it’s often Harlow where 
these things happen and the town gets 


bad publicity.” 

Police confirmed the incident was 
not connected to the discovery of a 
man’s body which was found a short 
time later in a car parked in the nearby 
Kingsland estate. 

The dead man, who was in his 30s, 
was found by police after they were 
contacted at 1.15pm on Sunday. 

The death is being treated as non 
suspicious and a file will be prepared 


for the Essex coroner. 

“They are completely different incid¬ 
ents,” the police spokeswoman added. 
■ Shea Kenny, 25, of Abbeydale Close, 
Harlow, appeared at Chelmsford Magis¬ 
trates Court on Tuesday charged with 
grievous bodily harm with intent and 
possession of a firearm with intent to 
endanger life. 

There was no application for bail and 
he was remanded in custody.

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Mum’s plea after family 
photos archive is lost

A DEVASTATED mother is “hoping 
for a miracle” after two hard drives 
containing 25,000 photographs of her 
family were mistakenly given to a 
charity shop. 

Emma Gray donated a TV cabinet 
and small set of drawers to the ECCO 
charity shop in Edinburgh Way on 
Monday, August 16, but inside one of 
the drawers were two hard drives con¬ 
taining the pictures, and some videos, 
mainly of her children. 

Emma returned to ECCO as soon as 
she realised the mistake but the cab¬ 
inet had been sold. 

ECCO staff have been unable to tell 
her what happened to the hard drives 
despite tracing the person who bought 
the furniture. 

Lost 

“I’ve lost 14 years of photographs of 
my children growing up,” said moth- 
er-of-four Emma, who lives with her 
partner in Church Langley. 

“I feel sick.” 

On the hard drives were thousands 
of photographs of her four children, 
Elloise, 13, Ava, 11, Isla, three, and 
Toby, one, including pictures from 
family holidays and days out. 

“When we moved and the items 
didn’t fit into our home, my partner 
suggested donating them to a charity 
shop. I’d put the hard drives in the 


drawer to keep them safe, and I just 
didn’t think when I donated them. I am 
absolutely devastated,” said 31-year- 
old Emma. 

“I’m just hoping for a miracle, and 
that the person who has them, returns 
them. They are of no value to anyone 


else but us,” she said. 

One of the hard drives is black with 
WD elements written on it and the 
other is blue and shiny. 

Emma has also checked pawn 
brokers in the town to see if anyone 
has sold the hard drives, which she 


says are worth around £30.

A TEAM of volunteers helping to save 
lives in Harlow have received a fin¬ 
ancial boost. 

The Harlow Community First 
Responders, which was set up to sup¬ 
port the East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust, has been presen¬ 
ted with £500 by security company 
G4S. It will use the money to buy 
equipment. 

The cheque was handed to the CFRs 
by G4S regional account manager 
Paul Jones, and Kevin Weatherley, G4S 
site security manager at GlaxoS¬ 
mithKline in Harlow on Wednesday of 
last week. 

Jack Squires, CFR lead for West 
Essex, said: “We would like to thank 


G4S for this kind donation. We are 
completely self-funded so this dona¬ 
tion will help us to purchase new 
equipment. 

“We have decided to buy a pulse 
oximeter which measures the oxygen 
levels within the blood, allowing bet¬ 
ter treatment of patients suffering 
with breathing difficulties.” 

Harlow CFRs are members of the 
public trained by the ambulance ser¬ 
vice to respond to incidents in areas 
where they work and live. When they 
arrive on the scene they carry out the 
first assessment on the patient and can 
administer any treatment they deem 
necessary within the limits of their 
training before paramedics arrive.

Protection for 
the vulnerable 

SIR Next Friday a major moral 
issue will be debated in the 
House of Commons. It is the 
second reading of the Assisted 
Dying Bill which is literally a 
matter of life and death. 

Will Robert Halfon be there to 
vote against this unwise piece of 
legislation? In the past he has 
spoken powerfully against 
assisted dying but in recent 
correspondence with me he has 
failed to give any assurance that 
he will be present for the vote. 

Saying no to assisted suicide 
isn’t about artificially 
prolonging the lives of sick 
people, it’s about making sure 
that doctors do not have the 
power to end the lives of their 
patients. 

Over three-quarters of UK GPs 
oppose assisted suicide and all 
the major disability rights 
groups also oppose any change 
in the law, including Mencap, 
Scope, Disability Rights UK and 
Veterans Association UK. 

For the most vulnerable 
members of our society the right 
to die can so easily become a 
duty to die. Assisted suicide laws 
suggest that there are some lives 
not worth living. For those who 
are sick, elderly or disabled, it’s 
easy to feel like they are a 
burden to friends, family and 
even the health service. Assisted 
suicide sends out the message 
that they would be better off 
dead. This is not compassion. 

The proponents of the Assisted 
Dying Bill have deliberately 
chosen a Friday for its second 
reading because they know that 
many MPs are in their 
constituencies on that day and 
they have more chance of 
winning the vote. 

So I ask again, will Mr Halfon 
be present in the House of 
Commons on September 11 to 
vote against this misguided and 
dangerous bill?

THE group steering plans to regenerate Harlow town 
centre should be made up of representatives from the 
public, council and business community, say cam¬ 
paigners. 

Save Harlow Town Centre, led by Harlow Con¬ 
servatives, will send a set of proposals to Harlow 
Council ahead of it’s meeting on Thursday, September 
24. They include the opportunity for the public to 
nominate people to serve on the group. 

Cllr Andrew Johnson, who is spearheading the 
campaign, said: “We need a group of all the talents. It 
is clear to me this campaign is about the public and a 
group of politicians sitting around talking endlessly 
just won’t work. 

“We want this to be an inclusive group that 
includes members of the public of different ages, and 
with different backgrounds. This is a new and excit¬ 
ing campaign and requires fresh faces and original 
thinking.” 

Save Harlow Town Centre hopes to breathe life 
back into the area by working with the council, 
residents and businesses. 

The campaign has been welcomed by 
members of the ruling Labour group, 
who earlier this year set aside a Elm 
fund to support the town centre. They 
also say a project manager will be 
appointed with a specific responsib¬ 
ility for the town centre. 

Last month council leader Jon 
Clempner said: “When I was reappoin¬ 
ted leader of the council in May I said 
that improving the town centre was 
one of my key priorities and the coun¬ 
cil has set aside Elm in its budget to 
support the regeneration of the town 
centre. 

“I am pleased that the Harlow Star 
shares the council's commitment to 
improve the town centre by backing 
this campaign. 

“The council is already working with a range of 
partners and the town's MP to achieve improvements 
in the town centre. It is one of those issues where 
there is agreement across the political groups. 

“This is very much a long-term project but I am 
confident that this campaign will help us to generate 
the confidence for the private sector to invest in 
Harlow.” 

This week Cllr Johnson added: “When I launched 
this campaign at full council I stated that we are 
always at our best when we work together for the good 
of our residents. 

“I threw down the gauntlet and am delighted he 
[Cllr Clempner] has picked that gauntlet up and is 
prepared to work with us to create real and long- 
lasting change in our town centre.” 

A survey produced by the group has already 
gathered more than 100 responses online, with scores 
of responses being delivered to the Civic Centre by 
post.

Cllr Johnson said: “I have been 
delighted and overwhelmed so far 
from the public reaction to the cam¬ 
paign. 

“These are exciting times and we 
need the widest possible range of 
talent. But also making sure we 
have a chair and vice chair who are 
independent and not current politi¬ 
cians. 

“This is not usual practice in 
Harlow but in seeking real and positive change we 
need to think outside of the box. We have an 
opportunity now to come together, work together 
and we really can Save Harlow Town Centre if we 
do it together.” 

He added: “The response has been staggering. 
This is an issue people really care about and have 
engaged with. It is heartening when there are 
constant reports of people not interested in com¬ 
munity or politics to see the critics proved wrong. 

“There is still time however to make your views 
known, we want everyone to have the opportunity 
to have their say and help frame what they want to 
see in Harlow town centre.”

Sophie Christophy explores one man’s 
attempt to bring co-operative 
cultivation to the community and share 
the joy of growing your own food. 


WHAT would you do if you wanted an 
allotment but the waiting list was five 
years long? 

“I couldn’t wait,” said Elliot Wollen, 
the founder and driving force behind the 
Herts and Essex Community Farm. 

In 2013 he returned to Harlow from a 
year and a half of travelling around 
Australia. “I worked on farms the whole 
time, from mango to potato to organic 
market farms, to picking grapes and 
everything in between. I came back and 
just wanted to get growing.” 

He started looking for alternatives and 
found a three-acre piece of land in High 
Wych advertised on Gumtree. “It had 
polytunnels, raised beds, an orchard and 
a pond,” he said. “It was all set up and 
ready to go.” 

He managed to raise £6,000 to secure 
the land and kickstart the community 
growing project but at the last minute 
there was a setback. “On the day that I 
was going to sign the lease the owner 
rang me to say she didn’t want to go 
ahead anymore.” 

After more searching, Elliot found 
another site tucked away in a residential 
estate in Harlow, a disused and 
overgrown half-acre patch at the edge of 
an allotment site. 

Experiment 

“In hindsight it was a blessing in 
disguise; the three acres would have been 
too much. Instead we have been able to 
experiment, make mistakes and learn, 
and make real progress here. I’ve learned 
so much, I’m learning all the time.” 

Three years on and the farm is 
beautiful. Giant sunflowers nod over beds 
lush with courgette and marrow plants. 
Polytunnels are filled with tomatoes, and 
leafy carrot tops cover raised beds. 
There’s a kitchen hut where a steady 
supply of coffee is available, a playhouse, 
and an orchard has been planted at the 
back. It’s accessible for people of all 
abilities and ages. 

Elliot does paid work in the evenings 
so that he is free to spend his day time at 
the farm. The project is financed entirely 
by fundraising and run entirely by 
volunteers who are welcomed on their 
own terms. 

“Some community farms ask for a 
regular commitment from volunteers, but 
I think it works out better if people can 
come down for whatever time they want,” 
said Elliot. “You can come for an hour, 
and still take away a bag of vegetables. 

“If you want to commit a lot of time 
you can really shape the way the project 
goes. The more you are here the more 
you benefit from it.” 


Produce is shared between the 
volunteers and Streets2Homes, the 
Harlow-based charity which helps the 
homeless. 

Near to Streets2Homes is the Rainbow 
Services carpentry workshop, which 
offers placements for offenders to 
undertake their community service 
hours and is currently in the process of 
building the farm a wooden pirate ship. 

Part of Elliot’s long-term vision is to 
expand the project on a second, larger 
site and to have a recruitment scheme for 
people in recovery from drug addiction 
or prison. 

On Saturday the farm hosted Farm 
Fest, a free annual community event. “It’s 
about raising awareness,” said volunteer 
Munaza Ali. “People might have heard 
about the farm but they might not

understand what it really is so it was an 
invitation to come down, to let everyone 
know they are welcome to come and find 
out.” 

Herts and Essex Community Farm is 
about much more than just fruit and veg, 
not that isn’t important in itself. It is an 
inspiring, creative, socially-minded 
project that is thriving thanks to the 
many people who have been drawn to it. 

And what advice does Elliot have for 
other people sitting on a big idea? “Just 
do it. Throw yourself at it as much as 
possible, talk to as many people as 
possible and be prepared to work your 
ass off. 

“This project has completely changed 
my life. Before, I didn’t know what I 
wanted to do but now I know, this is what 
I really want to do.”

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Plan for specialist 
24-hr stroke units 

But patients would go to Romford for treatment

STROKE patients in Harlow 
would be taken to 20 miles to 
Romford for emergency care 
under plans to establish 24- 
hour specialist units. 

Health chiefs say the pro¬ 
posals aim to increase survival 
rates and boost the chances of 
recovery with minimal long¬ 
term disability. 

The public and NHS employ¬ 
ees are being given the chance 
to have their say on the plans, 
which are being proposed by 
the West Essex Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (WECCG). 

Dr Angus Henderson, Uttles- 
ford GP and WECCG stroke 
lead, said: “We are very excited 
about the potential for improv¬ 
ing stroke care for local people. 
If we commission urgent care 
services from specialised 
units, local people will get the 
best possible care at the right 
time which has huge benefits 
in terms of minimising the 
impact of stroke.” 

The proposals focus on the 
first 72 hours of stroke care as 
those can have the biggest 
impact on a person’s chances of 
survival and possibilities of 


recovery. 

Nationally, urgent services 
are improving with some hos¬ 
pital stroke units providing 
highly specialised care 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

Specialist 

These ‘hyper-acute’ stroke 
units ensure patients get the 
care they need from highly 
trained professionals and spe¬ 
cialist equipment as soon as 
possible. 

The nearest hyper-acute 
stroke unit for the majority of 
people in and around Harlow is 
at Queen’s Hospital in Rom¬ 


ford. Other nearby hospitals 
able to provide round the clock 
specialised stroke services 
include Addenbrooke’s Hospit¬ 
al in Cambridge, Broomfield 
Hospital in Chelmsford and 
Lister Hospital in Stevenage. 

Under the plans, patients 
will go to a hyper-acute unit for 
the first 72 hours before return¬ 
ing to local stroke rehabilit¬ 
ation care where appropriate. 

The CCG is also planning 
additional investment in the 
acute stroke unit at The Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital in 
Harlow to ensure the “best pos¬ 
sible follow-up care and rehab¬ 
ilitation”. 


A spokeswoman for PAH 
said: “The Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust is 
delighted to be working on pro¬ 
posals for such a positive 
improvement to stroke care for 
patients in our community. 

“We will continue to treat 
patients from West Essex dur¬ 
ing the rehabilitation phase of 
their recovery should these 
plans go ahead. 

Important 

“It is important to stress that 
at this stage these are still pro¬ 
posals and individuals can 
make their views known by 
completing the feedback ques¬ 
tionnaire.” 

The final date for feedback is 
Tuesday, October 20 and all 
parts of the community, includ¬ 
ing people not affected by 
stroke, are invited to to have 
their say.

Questions over Mil ‘dangers’ 


DRIVERS using the Mil near Harlow have been 
subjected to long delays on increasingly regular 
occasions over the past few months. As the motor¬ 
way seemingly becomes more and more perilous, the 
Star put a series of questions to Highways England.

Q: Some of our readers have 
said that the Mil stretch 
between junctions 7 (Harlow) 
and 9 (SaffronWalden) has 
“tree root-like bumps 
traversing all lanes ... at 
irregular intervals” and 
“large areas of the road 
surface Tarmac missing, 
normally where the central 
lane lines are painted”. What 
does Highways England have 
to say on those comments and 
how does it perceive that 
particular stretch to be for 
motorists? 

A: We haven’t received any 
reports of issues on the Mil 
between junctions 7 and 9. We 
undertake weekly inspections on 
all roads we look after in the east 
region to ensure they are 
maintained to a safe standard. 

We will ask our contractor to 
look into the Mil and if 
necessary take appropriate 
action. As like many motorways, 
there are parts of the road which 
often have a concrete surface 
and can often be perceived as not 
being surfaced. 

Q: Our readers have also said 
that these types of hazards 
have plagued the motorway 
for more than 12 months. How 
can people report hazards? 
How does Highways England 


respond to and monitor them? 

A: If readers are concerned 
about potholes or hazards on the 
Mil they can report it to 
Highways England by contacting 
our Customer Contact Centre on 
0300 123 5000. A report is then 
raised and an inspection is 
carried out and if necessary - 
and dependent on how severe 
any defect may be - our aim is to 
have the problem area addressed 
within 24 hours. 

Q: In addition, our readers 
claim to have spotted a 
number of vehicles using the 
hard shoulder at high speed. 

Is Highways England aware of 
such an issue? What does it 
have to say on the matter? 

A: Misuse of the hard shoulder is 
illegal, unsafe and drivers risk 
prosecution. This would be 
enforced by the police. 

However, our traffic officers who 
patrol this section of the Mil are 
not aware of any issues with 
hard shoulder abuse. 

Q: What budget does 
Highways England have for 
motorway maintenance and 
how much is set aside for the 
Mil? 

A: At the end of last year 
Highways England announced 
its delivery plan which sets out 


our commitment for the next five 
years. In the east we have a 
programme of road improvement 
work which focuses on 
improving safety and increasing 
the capacity of roads to help ease 
congestion and ensure better 
journey experiences across the 
east region’s busiest roads. 

On the Mil we have already 
carried out some barrier 


renewal work between junctions 
9 and 10, resurfaced the junction 
7 northbound exit slip road and 
the southbound entry slip road. 
By the end of the financial year 
we have a package of work to 
resurface the Mil between 
junctions 6 and 8 southbound 
and northbound, which will 
improve the condition of the 
road surface for drivers using 


this vital route. We also plan to 
renew the variable message 
signs which display important 
journey planning information 
between junctions 6 and 8. 

Q: Highways England 
admitted this time last year 
that congestion between 
junctions 7 and 8 was a 
“known problem”. How is it

working with the police, local 
authorities and MPs to 
address the matter? 

A: We are committed to getting 
the best use out of the road 
network, to making journeys 
more reliable and to improving 
safety. 

We’re aware of the congestion 
on the Mil and have previously 
investigated a lorry overtaking 
ban which restricted HGVs from 
overtaking on uphill sections of 
the Mil between junctions 8 and 
9. The results showed it was 
beneficial to road users as it 
reduced congestion and 
improved journey times. We’re 
now looking to implement this 
during the next financial year, 
subject to completion of 
statutory procedures. 

In addition, as announced in 
the Roads Investment Strategy 
we plan to upgrade technology 
by installing detection loops, 
CCTV cameras and variable 
message signs at junctions on 
the Mil from Stansted Airport to 
Cambridge which will improve 
safety, relieve congestion and 
allow us to better inform drivers 
using the Mil.

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Tunnel beneath the Alps 


MEASURING 35 miles in length 
and costing £6.5billion to build, 
construction work on the 
world’s longest railway tunnel 
has been completed. 

It is called the Gotthard Base 
Tunnel and runs beneath the 
Alps mountain range in 
Switzerland. 

When it opens to the public 
next year it will carry train 
passengers from the Swiss city 
of Zurich to the Italian city of 
Milan in a time of two hours and 
50 minutes - almost an hour 
quicker thean the current 
journey. 

Trains will travel through the 
tunnel at speeds of more than 
150mph. 

Work on building the tunnel 
started 16 years ago and since 
then almost 2,000 people have 
worked day and night to dig out 
31 million tons of earth from far 
beneath the mountains above. 

The tunnel is so long that 
some workers used small 
folding bicycles to get from one 
part to another.

Drug dealer 
caught with 
£2m haul in 
back of van 

A DRUG dealer who was 
stopped by police driving a van 
containing more than £2m 
worth of amphetamines hidden 
among boxes of clothes has 
been jailed for six years. 

Simon Brown was pulled over 
by officers from Central 
Motorway Police Group who 
were carrying out a routine 
stop on the M6 near Stafford on 
April 23. 

Officers searching the white 
Peugeot van found nine boxes 
concealed among clothing 
stock. Each contained 10-12 
packages of a suspicious 
substance. 

Brown, 50, of Bower Hill, 
Epping, was arrested and 
charged with possession with 
intent to supply Class B drugs. 

Tests confirmed the 
substance was amphetamine, 
with a “wet weight” of 200kg 
and an estimated street value of 
£2m. 

Further searches of Brown's 
home uncovered a further 817 
grams of amphetamine in his 
garage, with an estimated street 
value of £8,170, and 18.5kg of 
cannabis with a street value of 
approximately £92,500. 

On Friday Brown was jailed 
at Stafford Crown Court after 
pleading guilty. He received 
four years imprisonment for 
possession with intent to 
supply amphetamine and 12 
months for the further amount 
found at his home, the 
sentences to run concurrently.

There are obvious similarities to The Fault In 
Our Stars, but while that film had audiences 
sniffling from the opening frame, Me And Earl And 
The Dying Girl mines a rich vein of offbeat 
humour to stem the deluge of salty tears. 

“This isn’t a touching romantic story,” confides 
Greg Gaines (Thomas Mann), the socially awkward 
high school student and narrator of Gomez-Rejon’s 
remarkable film. 

To some extent he’s right: there’s no boy meets 
girl cuteness here, no stolen kisses or wish 
fulfilment about the healing power of nascent love. 

But his story is deeply affecting, recounted as a 
scrapbook of bittersweet vignettes and stop-motion 
animation, accompanied with self-explanatory 
onscreen captions like “Day 1 Of Doomed 
Friendship”. 

At the behest of his parents (Connie Britton, 

Nick Offerman), Greg visits estranged childhood 
friend Rachel Kushner (Olivia Cooke), who has 
been diagnosed with leukaemia. 

“I don’t need your stupid pity so please go,” she 
tells him coldly, but Greg persists to placate his 
meddlesome folks. 

A faltering friendship takes root, to the delight of 
Rachel’s boozy mother (Molly Shannon).

The pressure to deliver a masterpiece weighs 
heavily on Greg, creating friction with Rachel, 
who doesn’t want to be surrounded by negativity. 

Me And Earl And The Dying Girl is a 
beautifully judged rites of passage drama, that 
eschews mawkishness and emotional 
manipulation in favour of a richly detailed 
portrait of adolescent dreams in crisis. 

Gomez-Rejon’s whimsical visual flourishes are a 
constant delight, perfectly reflecting Greg’s love of 
classic cinema and his penchant for homemade 
props.

No Escape

ast meets west and, as 
usual, America emerges 
as the culturally and 
morally superior force 
in John Erick Dowdle’s 
taut thriller set in south-east 
Asia. 

No Escape was shot on 
location in Thailand, but 
director Dowdle and his younger 
brother Drew, who co-wrote the 
script, remain vague about the 
geography of this violent, 
protracted chase set during a 
bloodthirsty coup. 

A climactic sequence set on a 
river, which supposedly 
meanders across the Vietnamese 
border, would logically infer 
Laos or Cambodia as the 
backdrop to the wanton carnage. 

Neither nation would want to 
be connected to the rampant 
xenophobia on display here, so 
the Dowdies dodge specifics, 
including the political 
motivations of their 
stereotypical characters, and 
focus instead on propulsive 
action sequences. 

The opening 30 minutes are 


particularly nerve-racking, 
cranking up the suspense as a 
beleaguered American family 
plays a deadly game of cat and 
mouse with a machete-wielding 
mob in a besieged hotel. 

All of that sweat-drenched 
tension evaporates when flimsy 
threads of realism are slashed in 
hysterical fashion to engineer a 
series of hilariously improbable 
events that defy logic and the 
laws of physics. 

Texan businessman Jack 
Dwyer (Owen Wilson) uproots 
his wife Annie (Lake Bell) and 
daughters Lucy (Sterling Jerins) 
and Beeze (Claire Geare) to take 
up a job in far-flung climes. 

The welcome from some locals 
is lukewarm, so while Annie and 
the girls settle into the hotel 
suite, Jack seeks solace in the 
bar and attempts to justify his 
company’s presence to fellow 
traveller Hammond (Pierce 
Brosnan) and other patrons. 

The assassination of the 
country’s president sparks an 
uprising and Jack witnesses 
firsthand the brutality of the 
mob. 

He sprints back to the hotel 
and rounds up Annie and the 
children just as locals begin 
beheading foreigners in the 
street and storming the 
reception. 

Staff stand by as international 


guests are slaughtered in their 
rooms. 

“All we got to do is put 10 steps 
between us and them,” Jack tells 
his terrified family, shepherding 
them at speed through the 
mounting devastation, bound for 
the US embassy. 

The odds are stacked against 
the Dwyers and no one, it seems, 
can be trusted. 

No Escape is punctuated by 
moments of jaw-dropping 
incredulity, including Brosnan’s 
broad cock-er-nee accent. 

Wilson and Bell are an 
appealing on-screen couple and 
they wring droplets of sympathy 
for their stricken characters, 
especially when little Beeze 
shows scant concern for 
everyone’s safety by constantly 
complaining that she is hungry, 
wants her teddy or needs the 
toilet when silence would be 
golden. 

Dowdle orchestrates the 
fast-paced set pieces with a 
modicum of flair, stampeding 
any half-hearted attempts at 
cultural sensitivity under the 
feet of his nameless 
revolutionaries, who intend to 
repel western capitalism with 
barbarism and brute force.

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is Chutney time 


Autumn 

It's the time of year when we should be making 
the most of nature's harvest, says catering 
lecturer Kevin Selwood. Here he shows how you 
can make chutney using seasonal produce ... 


hat a wonderful 
year it has been for 
fruit and 
vegetables, both 
cultivated and wild, 
you can’t walk past hedgerows or 
bushes on the sides of pavements 
and fail to notice the plump, 
glistening blackberries. 

In previous years I have left it 
too late to go foraging for 
blackberries, but not this year. I 
was out in mid August with my 
wife collecting blackberries 
galore. 

At the start of the year, I 
moved house and for the first 
time I now have a proper 
greenhouse and a little vegetable 
patch with an apple tree. 
Subsequently, I have a glut of 
beetroots, tomatoes and apples. 

When I was gathering the 
blackberries, a young woman 
and her daughter passed by and 
asked what we were doing. When 


I told her she asked if you could 
make jam from them. Obviously 
this is easy to do and I gave her 
the basic recipe. Now, I love 
blackberry jam but also love the 
classic combination of 
blackberry and cooking apples 
for pie or crumble so have frozen 
some for later. 

With the rest of my vegetables 
I decided to be creative and make 
some chutney and given the time 
scale until Christmas these will 
make nice little gifts, so I made 
beetroot, tomato, apple and 
blackberry chutney. 

Chutneys, along with pickles 
and jams, are a traditional way 
of preserving ingredients and 
given the ease of availability of 
ingredients it is possible to be 
very creative. 

Chutneys use two of the classic 
preserving items, vinegar and 
sugar Traditionally malt vinegar 


was used but nowadays you have 
access to a wide range of 
vinegars, all of which can 
provide extra flavours as well as 
preserving. I used some red 
wine vinegar, cider vinegar and 
some aged balsamic in my 
chutney. 

You can buy preserving jars 
from any supermarket, but 
saved jam jars do just as well as 
long as you follow some simple 
guidelines. All jars used must be 
sterilised before use to to aid in 
the storage process. All 
chutneys benefit from at least 
two-three months storage once 
made in a dark cool area - 
although you can eat them 
straight away if you want to. 

If you want to keep them 
longer, then a further 
sterilisation process is required 
once in the jars but to be honest 
I usually find I don’t have much 
left once I have given some away 
and eaten the rest (once opened 
keep in the refrigerator). 

To sterilise the jars before use, 
you can put the jars into a large 
saucepan, cover with water and 
bring to the boil and simmer for 
10 minutes (keeping them as 


separate as possible) or place 
onto a clean baking tray lined 
with clean cloth in an oven at 
160°C for five minutes. Be 
careful when you remove them - 
tongs are good - and avoid 
putting your fingers inside the 
jars. Let them cool before you 
fill them with your preserve. 
Note that all sealing rings and 
lids should also be placed into 
boiling water and drained. 

Approximate basic 
cnutney ratios 

■ 2 kg of main fruit/vegetable 
items. 

■ 500-750ml vinegar. 

■ 500-750g sugar 

Obviously a lot depends on what 
you are using as a base but by 
experimenting, tasting and 
adjusting you can get the 
balance and taste right. 

Other ingredients are added for 
flavour, usually onions, garlic, 
ginger and spices such as ginger, 
star anise and cinnamon. If you 
want to be rigid stick to a recipe 
you can easily find one in books 
or on the Internet. 


When cooking your chutney it is 
best to use stainless steel pans 
as they don’t react with the acid 
in the vinegar. 

Kevin's chutney recipe 

Ingredients 

600g raw beetroot, boiled, 
peeled, chopped then pulsed in 
food processor 

600g tomatoes, skinned and 
chopped 

600g apples, peeled, cored and 
chopped 

200g blackberries 

2 onions finely diced 

3 cloves garlic crushed 

2 lemons zested 

Small piece ginger chopped 

3 green chillies chopped 
300ml red wine vinegar 
250ml cider vinegar 

75 ml balsamic vinegar 
2 star anise 

2 teaspoons ground cinnamon 
500g soft brown sugar 
50 ml olive oil 


Method 

Gently heat the oil in a large pan, 
add the onions and cook gently 
for five minutes 

Add the garlic, ginger and 
chillies, cook for a further two 
minutes, then add the beetroot, 
apples and tomatoes and stir 
well. 

Heat for three minutes then 
add the vinegar and sugar, lemon 
zest and spices, and bring to the 
boil stirring well. 

Once the mixture is bubbling, 
turn down to simmer, stirring 
occasionally 

Scrape the bottom to avoid 
sticking 

It takes up to 1V2-2 hours to 
reduce down. It should be fairly 
thick. Taste during cooking to 
see if you need any adjusting of 
flavours. 

Once happy allow to cool a little 
then transfer carefully into the 
prepared jars. 

Cover with a disc of silicon or 
baking paper and once cold seal 
with lid and store in a cupboard 
until needed.

Live like Lorna Doone 



ONE of the great romantic tales 
in British literature, Lorna 
Doone culminates in the 
shooting at the altar of the 
eponymous heroine as she 
marries John Rydd. 

Her rejected suitor and 
attacker Carver Doone flees from 
the church pursued by Rydd 
who, following a bloody fight, 
drowns him in a bog. However, 
Lorna recovers from her 
gunshot wounds and in true 
Victorian story-telling style, 
lives happily ever after with 
Rydd. 

The 1869 novel by Richard 
Doddridge Blackmore was based 
in large part on the true story of 
two warring families, the Rydds 
and the Doones, who lived in a 
valley in the 16th and 17th 
centuries in Devon and 
Somerset, particularly around 
the East Lyn Valley area of 
Exmoor. 

It’s inspired at least ten films 
and mini-series, and was last 
played by Amelia Warner in the 
2001 adaptation, the actress 
married to 50 Shades of Grey’s 
Jamie Dornan.

Snare a drummer's old house 



ROCK legend John Bonham’s 
headmaster famously wrote in 
his last school report that, “he 
will either end up a dustman or 
a millionaire.” 

Although he started life as an 
apprentice carpenter, Bonham 
didn’t end up working for the 
local council as his teachers no 
doubt expected, but joined rock 
group Led Zeppelin and was 
named by Rolling Stone 
magazine as the best drummer 
of all time - and made his 
fortune in the process. 

Respected for his speed, power 
and distinctive sound, Bonham 
was scouted by lead singer 
Robert Plant and played in the 
band until his death, aged 32, in 
1980. An inquest showed that 
he’d drunk about 40 shots of 
vodka in 24 hours. The 
remaining band members 
disbanded rather than replace 
him, although Led Zeppelin 
reunited for a sell-out concert at 


the 02 in 2007, with Jason 
Bonham taking his late father’s 
place on drums. 

John Bonham started playing 
drums, aged five, when his 
family lived here in Redditch, 
Worcestershire, and the house is 
now up for sale at £375,000. 
According to estate agent A P 
Morgan, it’s a well-presented and 
vastly extended five-bedroom 
detached property with a 


spacious kitchen/diner. 

It’s also got a games room and 
wet room. However, the actual 
shed - now a garage - next to the 
house, where the young 
percussionist started honing his 
skills, is a protected English 
Heritage site, and not part of the 
sale.

Home to wartime boffins 



THE deception and jamming 
operations tested at Gin Head 
helped mislead the German High 
Command into thinking that 
British naval and airborne 
forces would arrive in France 
via the Pas De Calais, rather 
than in Normandy during the 
D-day landings. 

Perched on sheer cliffs high 
above the sea, it was also part of 
the country’s early warning 
system that alerted the RAF to 
incoming enemy aircraft - such 
a well-guarded secret that the 
Luftwaffe failed to recognise its 
significance. 

The facility went on to test 
radar equipment during the Cold 
War and was then bought by 
engineering firm Ferranti in 
1948, but has been derelict since 
1994. 

With one of Britain’s most 
jaw-dropping coastal vistas, Gin 
Head - two large, square 


research buildings on a 26,000sq 
ft site - overlooks the Firth of 
Forth, 30 miles from Edinburgh.

Hampshire, a club I have 
admired from a distance for 
some time. I know I am not the 
finished article and hope that at 
21 years old, Hampshire can help 
me develop into a regular 
international bowler in the 
coming years. 

“I feel the environment at the 
Ageas Bowl will assist me ‘in 
being the best I possibly can be’ 
and I am tremendously excited 
for the future at Hampshire.” 

Topley made his first-class 
debut in 2011, against Cambridge 
MCCU, at the age of 17. He went 
on to take 14 wickets in his first 
three County Championship 
matches. His bowling in the 2013 
domestic Twenty20 competition, 
where he took 21 wickets at an 
average of 13.23, earned him a 
call-up to the England Lions 
squad for the winter tours to 
Australia and Sri Lanka. 

Topley is the latest of a clutch 
of young, talented players 


developed by the county to move 
on. The trend began with Varun 
Chopra leaving to join 
Warwickshire in 2009, where he 
has gone on to become captain. 

In 2013 Adam Wheater left 
Essex to become first-choice 
wicketkeeper at Hampshire and 
at the end of last season another 
wicketkeeper, Ben Foakes, 
moved to Surrey, while fast 
bowler Tymal Mills headed to 
Sussex. 

Meanwhile, the future of 
Essex’s head coach Grayson 
remains in doubt after the club 
was forced to deny he had 
resigned from his post after the 
defeat by Yorkshire on Thursday. 

It was then revealed he was 
not present for the first day of 
Essex’s county championship 
match at home to 
Northamptonshire, which 
started yesterday (Tuesday), 
with the team led by coaches 
Barry Hyam and Silverwood.
